A Temporary ‘Bipartisan Moment' 

Tax compromise sets 
the stage once more 
for partisan standoffs 


Washington 

In the year-end tax debate of 2010, 
President Obama got the econom- 
ic stimulus he sought while Demo- 
crats in Congress settled for picking 
a political fight. 

Far more quietly. Republicans 
pocketed a two-year extension of 
George W. Bush- era tax cuts at all 
income levels and a sweetened estate 
tax to go with it, without having to 
swallow billions in public works 
spending that would have inflamed 
their tea party supporters. 

By the time Obama had signed 
the bill on Friday, he and Rep. Eric 
Cantor, the conservative Virginian in 
line to become House majority lead- 
er, could have read entire sections of 
each other’s speeches. 

It was, as Florida Republican Rep. 
Ginny Brown-Waite said in the House, 
“a bipartisan moment of clarity.” 

It won’t last. Republicans will be 
in a position to pay less deference to 
the Democrats in Congress begin- 
ning in January, when the GOP takes 
control of the House and adds seats 
in the Senate. 

But the alignment of political forc- 
es that led to the tax bill could reoc- 
cur before the 2012 elections if the

Meanwhile .... 

The Senate’s top Republican, Mitch McConnell 
of Kentucky, said Sunday on CNN’s “State of the 
Union” that he and Majority Leader Harry Reid, 
D-Nev., have agreed on a spending measure to 
keep the government running through March. 
Passing the bill — known as a “continuing resolu- 
tion" — would prevent a government shutdown. 
The budget year began Oct. 1, but Congress 
hasn’t passed any of its annual spending bills, (ap) 



president and Republicans leaders 
decide it’s in their mutual interest 
to rein in federal deficits. 

For now, the compromise under- 
scored the change in government 
the voters decreed at midterm elec- 
tions on Nov. 2. 

Democrats are already focused on 
the 2012 elections, and their princi- 
pal objective was to attack Republi- 
cans. In the short term, they lashed 
out at Obama also, and wound up far 
from united. 

The tax bill, which included 
extended unemployment benefits 
and a one-year cut in Social Securi- 
ty taxes, drew opposition in the end 
from 112 Democrats in the House and 
14 in the Senate. Only 36 Republicans 
in the House and five in the Senate 
spurned the Obama- GOP deal. 

Still, Democratic unhappiness in 
the Senate was mild compared with 
that in the House, where the party’s 
grip on power is measured in mere 
days. Democrats had pledged to keep 
the bill from the House floor unless 
it was changed. They were allowed 
a vote to remove the estate tax provi- 
sion they opposed, but failed. 

One final maneuver for the Demo- 
crats — to reject the bill and pass one 
without any tax cuts for the wealthy 
— would have thrown the issue back 
to the Senate. It was viewed as too 
politically risky a few days before 
taxes were scheduled to rise on mil- 
lions.

Questions Persist 
About N.Y. Bodies 


Police: ‘Anything is 
possible’ in ease of 4 
found dead on island 

Babylon, N.Y. 

A week after police accidental- 
ly discovered the bodies of four 
women strewn over a quarter-mile 
stretch of marshy grasslands, over- 
grown shrubbery and sea grass on 
a barrier island, mere paces from 
an oceanfront parkway, investiga- 
tors are vexed by the basic ques- 
tions: Who are they, and how did 
they get there? 

By week’s end, police brass 
appeared to concede they were 
stumped, even backing away from 
earlier notions that a serial killer 
may be responsible. 

“We have no idea whatsoever 
whether we’re dealing with a serial 
killer,” Deputy Inspector William 
Neubauer said Friday. “Anything 
is possible at this point.” 

Early suspicions were that the 
bodies may have been those of escorts 
who booked clients via Craigslist who 
disappeared on Long Island, across 
Great South Bay from Jones Island, 
where the remains were found. 

Detectives believe the four 
women probably died elsewhere 
and were dumped just off the high- 
way, but they remain open to any 
scenario. 


Backstory 

Police found the first body on 

Dec. 11 on Jones Island, N.Y., while 
investigating the disappearance of a 
New Jersey woman; the other three 
women were found two days later. 
The bodies were in various states of 
decomposition; one victim appeared 
to have been dead for 18 months or 
longer. An expanded highway search 
wrapped up Friday with police de- 
claring it unlikely that other bodies 
would be found. (AP) 


The bodies appear to have been 
dumped on the remote stretch of 
highway — about nine miles east 
of Jones Beach, in a place where 
the only reason for a driver to stop 
is a flat tire. 

“I am at a loss as to who could 
have done it,” said Dorothy War- 
ren, who lives in Oak Beach, about 
three miles from where the bodies 
were found. “I just hope it wasn’t 
one of my neighbors.” 

Authorities have sought the 
expertise of the New York City med- 
ical examiner to help determine the 
women’s identities, a task they said 
could take up to a month. 

The Suffolk County medical 
examiner said officials eventually 
hope to submit DNA samples from 
the victims to a national database 
of missing people, (ap)

Korea Strains Put Wortd on Edge 


South’s live-fire drill 
plans spurs North to 
warn of ‘catastrophe’ 


United Nations 

World powers trying to defuse ten- 
sions between North and South 
Korea met in an emergency ses- 
sion of the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil on Sunday but disagreed over 
whether the North should be sin- 
gled out for criticism over two 
deadly attacks this year that have 
helped send relations to their low- 
est point in decades. 

China and Russia, the coun- 
tries with the closest North Korea 
ties, have expressed concern about 
the South Korean military’s plans 
to conduct one-day, live-fire drills 
by Tuesday on the same front-line 
island the North shelled last month 
as the South conducted a similar 
exercise. The United States sup- 
ports South Korea, a staunch ally, 
and says any country has a right 
to train for self-defense. 

The North warned of a “catas- 
trophe” if South Korea goes ahead 
with the drills. The reclusive com-

munist government in Pyongyang 
said it would strike back harder 
than it did last month, when two 
South Korean marines and two 
civilians were killed on Yeonpyeo- 
ng Island. 

South Korea says the drills are 
routine, defensive in nature and 
should not be considered threat- 
ening. 

Russia called for the Securi- 
ty Council meeting, and Moscow 
wants the U.N.’s most powerful 
body to adopt a statement calling 
on North Korea and South Korea 
“to exercise maximum restraint” 
and urging immediate diplomatic 
efforts to reduce tensions. 

Russia and China — which are 
permanent members of the 15-nation 
council along with the U.S., Britain 
and France — just want a state- 
ment to urge calm and appoint an 
envoy, but most council members 
view that as unfairly equating the 
actions of the two Koreas, said a 
council diplomat. 

China, the North’s key ally, 
has said it is “unambiguously 
opposed” to any acts that could 
worsen already high tensions.

A Cautious Approach 


With historic repeal 
of ‘don’t ask’ passed, 
military mulls how 
to implement policy 

Washington 

The debate over gays in the military has been 
settled with a historic decision to allow them 
to serve openly, but big questions lie ahead 
about how and when the change will take 
place, how troops will accept it and wheth- 
er it will hamper the U.S. military effort in 
Afghanistan and Iraq. 

President Obama is expected to sign into 
law this week the legislation that passed the 
Senate on Saturday, an act some believe will 
carry social implications as profound as Pres- 
ident Harry S. Truman’s 1948 executive order 
on racial equality in the military. 

The new law probably won’t go into prac- 
tice for months. Obama and his top advis- 
ers must first certify that repealing the 
1993 ban on gays’ serving openly will not 
damage U.S. troops’ ability to fight. That 
ban, known as “don’t ask, don’t tell,” has 
allowed gays to serve, but only if they kept 
quiet about their sexual orientation. In the 
meantime, the restrictions will remain on 
the books, although it’s unclear how fully 
they will be enforced. 

The repeal vote by Congress was a polit- 
ical victory for Obama, who campaigned 
on ending the ban. Even though opponents 
have made clear they will continue to argue 
against the change, Peter Mansoor, a retired 
Army colonel who commanded a brigade in 
Iraq, said Sunday he believes the military will 
accept its new orders. “Pretty much all the 
heated discussion is over, and now it’s a mat- 
ter of the more mundane aspects of imple- 
menting the law,” Mansoor said. 

That begins, under terms of the legisla- 
tion, with Obama’s certification to Congress 
— for which there’s no deadline. On Saturday, 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates said he will 
begin the certification process immediately. 
But a change in policy won’t come until after 
consultation with military service chiefs and 
combatant commanders, he said. 

Gates has supported Obama’s push 
to repeal the ban, but stressed a go-slow

approach. “Successful implementation will 
depend upon strong leadership, a clear mes- 
sage and proactive education throughout the 
force,” Gates said. 

Gay rights activists say the complications 
and uncertainties are being overblown. 

“Only three steps are needed to assure a 
smooth and quick transition to open gay ser- 
vice,” said Aaron Belkin, director of the Palm 
Center, a research institute at the Universi- 


ty of California, Santa Barbara. They are an 
immediate executive order from Obama sus- 
pending all discharges of gay service mem- 
bers; a few weeks to put new regulations in 
place; and then immediate certification to 
Congress that the new law will work. 

There remains, however, doubt among 
some that the way ahead will be smooth. 

Richard Myers, a former chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, told CNN’s “State of the 
Union” that the degree of difficulty in the 
immediate future is hard to predict. “But in 
the long run I think we can” make the change 
without hurting military effectiveness. 

Bryan Taylor of Prattville, Ala., who 
served four years on active duty and in 
November was elected to the Alabama Sen- 
ate, isn’t as sure. “I think this is going to pose 
a lot of challenges for the military,” Taylor 
said. When a soldier openly declares he is 
gay, “it does create an unnecessary distrac- 
tion.”

Debit Card

A proposed cap on the fees that 
banks charge for debit card trans- 
actions would substantially reduce 
the cost for businesses. But it’s 
started a death watch for debit card 
rewards and renewed predictions 
that free checking is done for. 

The Federal Reserve’s propos- 
al to cap these fees, at 12 cents per 
transaction, would enable retailers 
to pass on annual savings of $10 bil- 
lion to $13 billion to consumers. But 
banks and card networks maintain 
that retailers will pocket the sav- 
ings. This would leave consumers 
to bear the brunt of the new law 
through higher costs for banking 
and reduced rewards programs. 

In releasing its proposal Thurs- 
day, Fed staff said they found the 
cost to banks for processing is 
between 7 cents and 12 cents per 
transaction. Yet every time a cus- 
tomer swipes a debit card, the aver-

Directed by new starting quarter- 
back Rex Grossman, the Washing- 
ton Redskins showed significant 
improvement on offense but con- 
tinued their season- ending slide 
Sunday in a 33-30 loss to the Dallas 
Cowboys at Cowboys Stadium. 

Grossman impressed in his first 
game since supplanting benched 
six-time Pro Bowler Donovan 
McNabb, passing for 322 yards, 
matching a career high with four 
touchdown passes and helping 
the Redskins tie the score at 30 
in the fourth quarter after they 
trailed by as many as 20 points 
in the third. 

But quarterback Jon Kitna led 
the Cowboys into field goal range, 
and placekicker David Buehler 
made a 39-yarder with 50 sec- 
onds remaining to give Dallas 
the victory. 

After a touchback on the kickoff, 
Washington started on its 20-yard 
line with 50 seconds remaining. 
Cowboys cornerback Terence New- 
man intercepted Grossman’s pass 
to end the game, and the Redskins 
(5-9) lost their fourth straight and 
five of their last six. They dropped 
into a last-place tie with the Cow- 
boys (5-9) in the NFC East. 

Grossman delivered a big per- 
formance in his first start since 
Nov. 9, 2008, when he led the Chi- 
cago Bears against the Tennes-

“It wouldn’t be inter- 
esting to do a story about some- 
one where they’re at a point where 
everything’s smooth sailing.” 

Shot with a small crew almost 
entirely at the Chateau Marmont 
in Hollywood, “Somewhere” is her 
most stark and minimalist film to 
date, sharply contrasting with her 
previous film, “Marie Antoinette.” 
Inspired by the French NewWave 
films of Godard and Truffaut, 
“Somewhere” includes a lot of long, 
lingering takes of her leading man 
that might put off an audience with 
a shorter attention span. 

“It was really enjoyable in a way 
that making a student film can be, 
where everyone is just kind of help- 
ing out and it was small enough 
that we could have a familiar atmo- 
sphere,” Coppola says.

Jackie 0’s Ambition 


Two authors examine 
the former first Lady's 
work as a book editor

When most of us think of Jacque- 
line Kennedy Onassis, we remem- 
ber the perfectly coifed first lady 
in a stylish shift, a string of pearls 
and a pillbox hat. Or Jackie O, the 
rich widow in huge sunglasses that 
shielded her from the world. 

We probably don’t think of a 
middle-aged working woman mak- 
ing her own photocopies, wait- 
ing in line to speak to the boss or 
sitting cross-legged on the floor, 
arranging photos and puffing on 
cigarettes. 

Yet this was Jackie’s third act — 
the Jackie who joined the work force 
in her mid-40s and spent nearly 
two decades as a book editor. By 
all accounts, it was one of the most 
satisfying periods of her life. 

“She didn’t do this just to have a 
job,” says Bruce Tracy, a former col- 
league at the Doubleday publishing 
house. “She loved this. This is what 
she was passionate about.” 

Two new books examine this lit- 
tle-known part of Jackie’s life, giv- 
ing readers a new slant on a woman 
who has fascinated Americans like 
no other person in our history. 

“People think about Jack- 
ie’s clothes, about her marriages, 
maybe her redecorating the White 
House,” says historian William 
Kuhn, author of “Reading Jack- 
ie: Her Autobiography in Books” 
($28, Nan A. Talese). “But her edi- 
torial career was longer than her 
two marriages combined. It says 
more about who she was as a per- 
son, because this is something she

Jackie was 46 when she was 
hired by Viking Press, not long after 
the 1975 death of Aristotle Onas- 
sis. Her early efforts — she spent 
only two years there, before mov- 
ing to Doubleday — were a learn- 
ing process. But her productivity 
skyrocketed as the years went on. 
“She amassed a list of books that 
publishing professionals are in awe 
of today,” Kuhn says. 

Her love of dance led to the best- 


seller “Dancing on My Grave,” by 
ballerina Gelsey Kirkland and her 
husband, author Greg Lawrence. 
Working with her on the book, an 
account of Kirkland’s descent into 
drug addiction, was “a humbling 
experience,” says Lawrence, who 
next month comes out with “Jackie 
as Editor: The Literary Life of Jac- 
queline Kennedy Onassis” ($26, 
Thomas Dunne). 

Lawrence says that one of the 
most revealing anecdotes he’s ever 
heard about Jackie came from a 
friend, editor Joe Armstrong, who 
visited her in Martha’s Vineyard 
less than a year before she died. 

“I remember in her living room 
she had all these books,” Armstrong 
told Lawrence. 

“She said, ‘These are my other
